Millions of copies of the Bible, translated into 1500 

languages and <lialects are sold (ar paid for to be dis- 
trihuted) every vear by the British and Foreign Bible 
Society The Bible hag been the most important book 
in the ward in ita influence on mankind. Its the source 
of all our knowledge of God and Christ and provides 
us with the histoncal backgrouod of Christiamty. Thou- 
sands of meo have wasted their ilves in reading and 
re-reading 11 hundreda of times, holding discussions on 
ity many nebulous accounts and trying to interpret its 
muddied ideas. There are it ia true some good stories 
In the Buble, Put these are so mixed up with extra- 
neoiis matter that their value to the human race is 
negligible. Because of the interpretation of some of its 
phrise’s, thousands of people have been tortured to death 
by the mast crue! means, or bumt alive. In Exodus 
(Ch, 2218). we find a sample of the Bible's command- 
ments which has led to innumerable atrocities. “Thou 
shak not suffer a witch to live.” Because of this dic- 
tum countless thousands of innocent women were burnt 
alive It is claimed that over 100,000 women met their 
fate in thts Larbarous Way in one century in Germany 
alone Even John Wesley (one of the most liberal non- 
conformists) stated, “to give up witchcraft is to give 
up the Bible.” 

In the Middle Ages many wars had their basis in re- 
limon and differences of interpretation of the Bible. 
Chnstans have always been eager to unsheath their 
awords amd cut the throets of other Christians whose 
interpretation of the Bible differed from their own. Wit- 
ness the Reformation, the wars of the protestants and 
catholics, and even today the Insh conflicts. Economic 
and material factors often played a part under the cloak 


of rehgion. 
The Bible teaches erroneous theories of history 
and science Its text has been used for 2.000 vears 


in defence of war and religious persecution 

There is no divine warrant for the authority of the 
schptures; this resta entirely on the scriptures them- 
selves. For centuries, before the Bible was first writ- 
ten it was passed on by word of mouth. Then it was 
written over a period of many centuries, re-written, 
translated and pnmnted, sclely by men. 

Nobody has any proof that Moses received the Ten 
Commandments direct from God—we have only Moses’ 
word for that (or more accurately the writer's account 
‘n the Pentateuch). We doa know, however, that some 
of these commandments were known to the Babylonians 
long before Moses was born. As the laraelites were in 
captivity in Babylon and absorbed much of their cul- 
ture, ia it more feasible co believe tnat they were so 
acquired, or that the story on Mt. Sinai was true? 

The Bible is certainly not the word of God, or men 
inspired by God. It contains a great number of grave 
errors, useless ideas, and stones which can only spread 
contusion. Many of these stories are immoral, unethical, 
and not fit for children to read, Most of its teachings 
are at total variance with a saner world Those who 
accept if ax the word of God. or as their philosophy 
of Ife, would do wel] to consider some of the following 
examples : - 

“No man hath seen God at any time.” (John 1.18), 
“far God is a sperit’’ (John 4.24). Moses and seventy 
elders of Israel saw God." (Exodus 249 & 10). ‘‘Thou 
canst not see my face; for no man shal) see me, and 
live.’ (Exodus 3320). Why ia God concerned about 
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iS face. ANG the Lord spake unto Moses face to} 
as a man speaketh unto his friends” (Exodus 2). 
‘For I have seen God face to face and my life iT 
verved.” (Genesis 32.20), In Exodus 3923 Gag hom, 
his backside, hut mot hia face, Surely an Undiyng, 
thing for a deity ta do? So much for the Cd ap 
vealed by the “holy” ecriptures.

Some enthusiasts wos 
accept it if the Bible said that Jonah swallowed & 
whale. As a matter of fact the Old Testament does # 
say that Jonah was swallowed by a whale, but yy! 
big fish (Jonah 1.17), Jesus—if he knew anything ato. 


the event—mentions that it was a whale (Matt. 12.4) 
It is well-known that the throat of most whale § 
too small to be able to swallow a man. and Jonah @ 
supposed to have remained in the whale’s belly & 
three days before Leing vomited out. The gastric juke 
of any big fish or whale would have termented and lig 
fled Jonah long before three days, not to mention it 
effects from absence of air. But the writers of tl 
Bible never cousidered that 

The contradictions of the Bible are numerous fd 
the-e are dozena of them from the creation onwae 
Aljl this should be sufficient to show that the Brble 
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an tne word of God, and further that the Bthie ls 
neither a reHable guide to man’s past, nor a moral 
nelp for the future. 

The Bible should be shelved with other Hiterature 
on folklore where it rightly belongs and not taken as 
g guide to human affairs 

So long as people are encumbered with the super 
stittion of religion. they are hlinded to the realities of 
this world, and only when they can shed these embar- 
rassnents will they be ready to consider changing 
the world from one which has been full of false doc- 
trines. to one that is besed on sound principles. 

‘No matter how unreasonable the Bible may appear 
to you’ wrote Ingersoll, ‘“‘you must beHeve it. No mat- 
ter how »mpossible the miracles may seem, you must 
beheve. No matter how cruel the laws, your heart must 
approve them ajl. We read the Bible under the scow!l 
of God. We read it by the glare of hell.” 

“There is not a theolwgian in the whole world who 
can produce the slightest evidence tending to show that 
the Bible is the inspired word of God.” 

“Man must learn to rely upon himself. Reading the 
Bible will mot protect him from the blasts of winter, 
px homes, fires and clothing will, To prevent famine 
one plough is worth a million sermons.” 

Carlyle wrote that “we can judge people by their 
heroes” The heroes of the Bfble, were immoral sav- 
ages, because the Bible ia the literature of savage and 
immoral tribes. Had the Bible been the word of God 
it would have been a contemplation of lofty and pure 
ideas worthy of a God. It would not contain the un- 
speakable accounts of such savages as Moses and David 
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Cutting Teetotaler’s Tap
